ing Influence Which It Begin- 


ning to Be Felt. 


In this country travel is necessary, 


but it Is also an ideal. 
Any sort of 


railway station will serve as a place 
to buy a ticket or board a train, and 
until recently almost any kind of bar- 
racks did serve for those purposes. 
But the haphazard building could not 
express our delight In travel, our en- 
joyment of distance and speed and 
punctilious arrivings and departings, 
John Erskine writes in the 
North 


American Review. The pleasant cas- 
ualness of the stage coach and the 
roadside In exotic moments; our re- 
ligion of travel Is uttered in the Penn- 
sylvania station in New York and in 
other 
such 
structures fast 
rising 


throughout the country, where the ded- 
icated atmosphere produced by care- 
fully selected elements from the build- 
Ings of antiquity, have little to do 
with buying your ticket and a great 
deal to do with the American spirit. 
We breathe more freely as we enter 
them and enjoy the space and the 
height; our Instinctive comment Is, 
"This is something like!" as though 
some part of us had found expression 
at last.

Getting Evidence of the Bumps 
There is a new kind of device called 


a vialog which records uneven sur- 
faces on highways and shows where 
they are most in need of repair.

A new record 


can be put in In a moment and thus 
the status of each eleven-mile strip 
may be filed for future comparison. 


The recording Is done by a sensitive 


needle, self-inking. It is the seismo- 
graph in a modified form. 


Personally one takes the record in 


his own anatomy on a rough road and 
when his head goes through the^ top 
of the automobile he knows exactly 
how rough it is, but the \ialog in- 
scribes the notes more imperturbably 
and accurately than one would with a 
paper and pencii.

To three cupfuls of gooseberries, add 
one and one-fourth cupfuls of water 
and one cupful of sugar. 
Cook until 


soft, add the yolks of two eggs, two 
tablespoonfuis of flour and a little 
sugar to blend the flour; cook until 
smooth. Cool and pour into the pastry 
shell and rover with a meringue made 
with the whites of the eggs and six 
tablespoonfuis of sugar. 
Bake until 


the meringue is brown. Less sugar 
may be used In the meringue and half 
a dozen marshmullows added, making 
a very pretty top to the pie. 


Gooseberry Bar le Due.—Head and 


tail six pounds of gooseberries, add 
four pounds of sugar and one pint of 
vinegar. Cook for 20 minutes and add 
four more pounds, of sugar. Continue 
cooking for 4.5 minutes, or until thick. 
Put into glasses and let stand In the 
sun well covered until thoroughly set.

Government in Isle of Man. 


In the Isle of Man, an assembly hav- 


ing both legislative and Judicial pow- 
ers, composed of 24 principal common- 
ers of the island, is called the "House- 
of Keys." This body was originally 
self-elective; but in i860 election by 
the people, every seventh year, was es- 
tablished by act of parliament. The 
house of keys Is one of the two co-or- 
dinate branches of the general assem- 
bly called the court of Tymvald, the 
other branch consisting of the lieuten- 
ant-governor and council. 


A bill is separately considered by 


each branch, and, after being passed 
by both, is transmitted for the royal 
aasont.

place in the living room where one may 
read under a strong light. For each 
Member of the household there should 
be at least one place to read or work 
during the evening. 
If the heads of 


families would give more consideration 
to this sort of thing, there would not 
be so much difficulty in keeping our 
voung people satisfied to stay at home.

Yet so many 
parents seem to think that boys and 
girls should be satisfied with "any old 
condition" simply because it is within 
the "sacred precincts" of home. 


In our planning for real comfort do 


not overlook those who arc hired to 
help with work. 
In most kitchens 


there are two sockets, one In the cell- 
Ing, and ono over the sink. To be sure, 
a kitchen is a place for work rather 
than for recreation, but even the 
busiest cook must have some time 
when she can read the newspaper or a 
book. The mere fact that the cook's 
comfort is provided for will insure hot- 
ter-cooked meals than if she is dis- 
regarded In this respect. In the plac- 
ing of sockets suppose we begin with 
the negative side of the matter first. 
For there are some places in houses 
where builders persistently place lights 
that can, In general be made no use of. 
One of these places Is over a radiator. 
During the cold evenings when tho 
radiator Is In service no ono can sit 
near enough to it to make use of the j 
light for reading. 
In the average 


house, ocllinK lights are not nearly so 
effective 'ior so practical as those on 


the walls. There is one exception to 
this and that is in the dining room. 
Here, if both cannot be had, one 
socket in the ceiling over the table is 
preferable. 
In the living room ne\er 


place a sight in the center of the wall 
over the mantel piece. 
In the bath- 


room, if only one light Is used it should 
not be placed in the ceiling. If a hall- 
way Is very narrow wall lights should 
not be used. 


How Braid Trimmings

of seedless raisins. Mix and roll In a 
sheet, spreading with the peanut but- 
ter and sprinkling with the raisins. 
Roll up and cut into small slices and 
bake in a hot oven fifteen minutes. 


Kentucky Pie.—Steam &Ix large tart 


apples and run them through a sieve; 
stir in while hot one tablespoonful of 
butter.

three eggs, the rind and juice of a 
lemon and one cupful of sugar which 
have been beaten together. 
Cover a 


deep plate with a rich pastry and flll 
with the mixture, baking in a mod- 
erate oven forty minutes.

cupful of raisins, two bay leaves, a 
small piece of , stick cinnamon, the 
prated rind of three lemons and two 
quarts of cold A\ater; let come to a 
boil and boil thirty minutes; drain 
and \\ hen cold add the juice of three 
lemons, two pounds of sugar and serve 
with Ice.

tation is almost equal to molasses and 
water as a fly bait. If ft Is desirable 
to use the sirup immediately after mak- 
ing it, a small amount of vinegar 
Bhould be added.

this bait. WBen this happens some of 
the other baits recommended should be 
used. On dairy farms probably milk 
is next choice as a bait to cane-molas- 
ses solution, considering its conven- 
ience.

If individual boxes are used from 


year to year to put clothes away in, 
there may be kept in or near each one 
a small roll of mending pieces belong- 
ing to the person whose clothes are in 
the box. If the scraps left over when 
a dress is cut out are stored in the 
right place at the time of cutting, 
patching or remodeling pieces may 
be found In a jiffy. 


Millinery trimmings (feathers, rib-

The bast and most 
convenient pan for bait is a shallow 
circular tin. sutti as the cover of a lard 
bucket.

can be increased slightly by placing a 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture gives the following direc- 
tions for making "creole eggs" from 
six hard-boiled eggs, previously ready.
